These men left the 
Four Courts Wednesday afternoon at 3 
o'clock to be on hand when the President 
left his special train; they were at the 
Odeon meeting. at St. Louis University, 
while the President was the guest at the 
“grand act“ ceremonies, at the Francis 
home during dinner, and again they ap- 
peared at\Music Hall to watch those who 
came close to the President. 

While these men are always on the alert 
for dangerous persons appro:ching the 
President, 155 members of the cal police 
and detective force and 50 picked men 
from the 9 rious large cities of the coun- 
try are m.ngling with the crowds, where 
the gatherings are the densest, looking for 
crooks. 

Capt. Johnson of the Tenth district is 
in command ot the district where the 
President left the train. Capt. Johnson's 
men held the crowd under control while 
they were walting for the arrival of the 
special train. 

A special policé headquarters has been 
established in the Lindell pavilion for di- 
recting the police work while the dedica- 
tion exercises are in progress, and police- 
men on special duty at the grounds will 
report there. 

Twelve men under command of Capt. 
McNamee of the Mounted District accom- 
panied the President's carriage on his 
trips in the West End during the evening. 
Capt. Peter Joyce was in command of 100 
policemen, who were at St. Louis Untver- 
sity when President Roosevelt arrived 
there. 

Capt. Gaffney was in command of the 
Odeon detail and Capts. Reynolds and 
Young divided the work at Music Hall at 
night. 

Several of Capt. McNamee’s mounted 
men met the diplomatic guests on their ar- 
rival in St. Louis and escorted their car- 
riages to the Planters’ Hotel. 

Inspector Lally. with almest @ men, has 
taken up quarters on the monitor Arkansas 
to protect the boat while the crew are 
away for the dedication parade.
